MEDICAL BUREAU TO AIDSPANISH DEMOCRACY RESCUE LISSION 
The following is a simed statement executed by “LIZABTTH PUTNAL: BARBER on 
Tebruary 3, 1955 at Alexandria, Jirginias 


"Alexandria, Virginia 


t~, @ligabeth Putnam Berber, furnish the following voluntary statement to 
Howard E. Richardson and William L. Collier, who have identificd themsclves 
to me as Soccial igcnts of the federal Bureau of Investigation. I have been 
advised that I do not have to make a statcment, that I might have an attorney, 
and that any statcnont I do male could be used in a court of law a-ainst me. 


“ "I was born on duly 20, 191 at “ashington, D. C.3 I graduated from the 


Nadeira Schrol in 1932 and attended Bryn Uawr colleve, leaving after two 
and a half years because of illness. I attended “adcliff College in 1936 to . 
1938, but did not romain to complete my degrec. I was iwavried in 1936 and 
have three children, born in 190, 191 and 1917. “We lived in Cambridge, 
Massachusetts from October, 1936 to Sevtenber, 191; in New Inswich, WN. H., 
from September, 19:1 to the summer of 192; in Cambrid-e again until June 
of 1943. “le moved to Vioods Hole in November, 193; I stayed on there while 
my husband was in the Navy and ws emloyed for nine months at the “ioods 
Hole Oceanogravhic Institute; we left in 1946. Since September, 1916, we 
have lived in Amherst, i-assachusetts, which is our home address. ‘fe are 
living at 206 larthas Road, \lexandria, Virginia, for the winter of 195-55 
while my husband is on sabbatical leave from Amherst College. 


tGhen I joined the Communist Party in February, 1939, it was because of a 
combination of desnair over what the great democracies seemed to have done 

in allowing the defeat of the Syanish Resublican Government, and a -hope 

that Communism would create better conditions for all veovle., JI also md 

a vassionate anti-war feeling, originating in the period after the first 
world war when we belicved that war had been sunerseded; I had been profoundly 
shocked by the Italian attack on “thiopia. I never believed or was asked to 
believe in the overthrow of tho United States Government by force and 
violence. My ovinion was that violent revolution was necessary in a backward 
agricultural country like iussia, but that in the United States socialism 
could be achieved in an orderly way by elections. I heard some arguments on 
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this point among Communists and other radicals but the necessity of violence 
was uot one of the dogms of the CP in the days of the popular front. At 
least, liberals like mysclf were not told soe I did not belicve that there 
was any conflict between CP mcmbership and loyalty to the United States. 

I have never felt any allegiance of any ‘sind to the Sovict Union. Towards 
the end of my membership in the CP I began to realize that there was a 
conflict of loyalties and this ws one of the reasons for my withdrawing 
from the CP. 


"is a reason for joining the party in the beginning I should zention 4Snde 
lfalraux! novel, Man's Fate, which made a very deep impression on me. It 
made me think that the most intelligent people of our time were joining 
revolutionary movements all over the world, and that it was possible to 
express artistic end spiritual values through dedicating oneself to such 
a movement. liy antipathy to violence I quieted by saying to myself that 
China was another *cudalistic country like Russia, so that the violence 
Malraux describes was unavoidaolec. 


"Due primarily to my concern about the Soanish Civil War, I wade up my mind 
to join the Communist Party iate in the year 1938 ( I actually had little 
interest in tussia3 my interest was in Spain and in bettering conditions 

in this country). Before joining the OP I belonged to the League for Peace 
and Democracy and went to .ashington at Christmastime, 1938 as a delesate 
to a convention of the Leame. ‘This was held in the ilmas Teuple on K 
Strect and lasted two or three days. After the convention ended there was 
a one-day meeting on the subject of the Spanish Civil iar waich I also 
attended. I believe that I was appointed as a delesate to this convention 
in order to test my'reliability! before I was allowed to join the (?. 


"I actually joined, I think, in February of 1939, and wos issued a member- 
shiv book under the name of PLIS I™LA STIVENS. Twas interviewed by an 
assistant teacher or librarian at Harvard ramed LOUIS HiliP, who first ad~ 
vised mc not to join because 2cople of my tyne, he suczested, could be more 
useful if they were not actually mawbers, I was anxious to take the full 
step of membership, however, so he referred me to rs. HGQtAN LUVINSON (Fagy 
Levinson), who introduced ze to my particular group. I attended weekly 
meetings during that winter and spring, J had been a volunteer worker for 
the liedical Bureau to Aid Spanish Deuocracy, headed by Dr. ‘alter B. Cannon, 
since early in the fall of 1938, and I continued to do volunteer work in 
that office, typing, stvuifing onvsloes, addressing, stamping, keeping cards 
up to date. 


"The summek of 1939 I soent in “ast Ruvert, Termont. The next fall, on 
returning to Cambridge, I was disannointed to be told by some officer of the 
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CP in Cambridge ‘that I was. to work that winter in an organization in 

support of the League of Nationss My disabpointment was due to the faet 
that my chief interest still lay with the Spanish refugees, now that the 
Miyil Var was over. The League of Nations Association ‘was a dying agani- - 
gation and there was very little work of any kind to be done for ite 
Sometime in the spring of 1910, it was disbanded at a luncheon at a Boston. 
hotele- 


“During the sumner of 1939, or early ‘fall, while Iwas in Vermont, a split

occurred in the committee to aid ‘the Spanish Refugees. The Communists and 
pro-Communists separated from the adherents of Dr. Cannon and formed_a new 
committee, taking with them the mailing lists of the original Medical 


Bureau of the Boston area. There was great bitterness between the two 


factions and I was much troubled by that and. by the theft, as I see it now, 
of ‘the mailing lists, I accepted, however, the position of the Communists 
that this split vas necessary and supported the new committee which, if I~ 
remember correctly, did very little during the winter of 1939-0» 


-"During this period and the sumner of 1940 I continued. to attend- weekly CP 


meétings which, as I remember it, were largely devoted to collecting “dues, 
selling party literature, and ‘education.! During late May of 190 I 
worked for a committee called "The Yanks aré not Coming," or panizing 
grouvs of people to go out with, petitions called 'Peace Ballotse! - ity job 
was done by telephone because I had a baby only a fewweeks old. We also 
Circulated petitions for the distribution of surdlus food... And J did one. 
day's work of door~to-door cambaigning for Communist Party candidates in , 
the presidential campaign of 1940, in Brockton, Massachusetts. 


Mn the fall of 1940 the committee to aid ‘the Spanish Refugees took a new 


lease on life with the formation of the weseue Ship Mission. ‘An organizer — 


who called himself 'Major Johnson? (or perhaps tJones!) was-smt up from 
New York to launch this work in Boston. “A lunchéon was ‘held for all old 
sponsors and interested people at which the organizer made an announcement 
and I had agreed to be the néw “xecutive Secretary. I ws very much shocked 
and angered not to have been consulted ahead of time and te have been 
presented in this public way with a fait. accompli, but, as in the case of 


. . ° See. nee he . . . 
the stolen mailing lists, I persuaded myself that the work was more important 


than my versonal feelings, took the job and went ahead. lajor Jehnson, 
whose bullying methods I disliked very mucn, stayed in Boston about a week, 
set up the Yescue Ship Mission office in my apartment, hired a stenographer 
(and even found me a nart-time maid to take care of my childt) 

"From then on until early June of 191 I worked extremely hard and single- 
mindedly on this project, which was to charter a steamship and bring over 
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to Mexico shiploads of Spanish refugees who were in desverate straits in 
France. The work was very discouraging and constantly interrupted by 
quarrels among these people who all purported to be interested in helping 
the refugees. The committce was also under constant attack as a red front. 


"J was ill during the sumser of 191 and in the fall left Cambridge for 
one year during which we lived in New Ipswich, N. H., where I took no 
part in any CP or organizational activities. 


"In the fall of 19,2 I returned to Cambridge and began again to attend 
weekly party meetings and to work for the 'Sxanish Committee y' which ad 
been reorganized once more. During this winter our committee cooperated 
with Dr. Cannon's group. It was now engaged in raising money for a hospital 
and children's cmter in Southern Trance. I refused to become executive 
seerctary again, or to have the office in my house again. 1 was on the 
executive committec all during the year and continued to give more time to 
this work than to anvthing else, 


"During the winter of 192-3, I was the literature agent of the small 
‘neighborhood CP group to which I telonged. (I also attempted to initiate 

a reading group for any of these party members who were interested because 
I felt that we were not well informed about Communism or current events, 
but I was never able to get this »lan beyond the initial stages.) Up until 
this time, our group had always been told that we were to hide our OP 
membership as carefully as possible, and to avoid activities where, if seen, 
our Communist Party membership would be obvious. In the winter of 192-3, 
however, this policy was changed and we wore all required to go out and 
distribute flyers and leaflets one evening a week, and to scli the Daily 
Worker from door to door on Sunday mornings. 


"In the spring of 193 when the college year ended, my husband and I left 
Cambridge and went to Dorset, Vermont for the summer, In the fall, we 
moved to “oods Hole, iJass., where he had taken a wartime job. From the time 
we left Cambridge, my interest in and loyalty to the CP faded, and I took 
no part in any activities or contacts, with one single exception. In 
February of 19, on a visit to Cambridge, I called on a member of the 
Canbrid-e CP, RHODA ATODICH, andpaid dues for a year. TiIGH STEINEAAT was 
oresent. That was the last contact I had with any party manber and from 
then on I‘became rapidly unsympathetic. No one I had 'nown as a Communist 
in Cambridge ever made any efTort to contact me, and I never until now con- 
sidered it necessary to make any more decisive gesture to break with the 
CP. In the fall of 1946, when we had just arrived in Amherst, I was 
avproached by a couple named HUT to ta'te part in an amherst Citizens! 
Committee or some such organization by circulating petitions against the 
high cost of living. I went out one evening with ur. "LIN and then deci ded 
it was just too much like things I had been involved in in Cambridge, and so 
withdrew. 
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_ "Since the time of my last contact with the CP in 3 February of 19hhy I have 
taken, very little political action of any kind. My interests shifted to 
helping with the war in the small ways that a housewife with very ‘voung_ 
children-could help. “hen my husband joined the Navy in 194) T decided 
to take a job and found one at. the ifoeds Hole Oceanographic Institute, This 
was a vart-tine job -- four ‘hours a day -~ and I think Iwas classified as 

i a clerk. I enjoyed this work and would have been glad to keep the job all 

| during my stay at Woods Hole, but T learned in July, 19), that because of 

i! my CP membership I:was never ‘cleared! by the agents who investi gated’ 

| 7 employees of the Oceanographic. ‘Institutes. I went to the Director and 

offered my resignation, He, ‘however was: willing to keep me on in non=- 

-sensitive work in spite of the lack of clearance. I tried staying for two 
or three months, but felt uncomfortable and-finally did resim. This is the | 


| chapter of my exnerience of which I am. most ashamed at ovesent. This would 
| have been a very good time to disassociate myself fromthe CP. Instead I 

; was still so-much under ‘the influence of Commnist thinling that I believed 
I.would be fired if I admitted that I had been a member and I also believed. | 
that my husband would lose his comission in ‘the Navy. Consequently, I 1 
said that I had worked since 1938 for the different Syanish Committees ‘but 
denied CP membershin. ~ g 


"Once the war was over » my interest shifted to activities. eereeiaa with ‘the | 
education of my children ami the welfare of my commnity. TI have taken part - | 
in PTA, Scouts and Church work, although TI have not formally joined any’ 

‘ church yet; I have conducted. a ‘program to help and pupa eli. the Children's 
Air Association. 


"I. would like to make clear that I oueties the past ten vears a period of 
re-educatione Having learned the Cormnist line during a period of five 
years, I have been ever since testing and discarding what I learned. Pres 
' judices I acquired asainst the Scout movement as 'nationalist! an 
4 '‘militaristic,! against religion as’ 'myth! and 'fairytale' and an 'oviate,' 
against charitable work to aid poor people as an evasion of the true causes 
4 of poverty, have all had to be mlearned and new attitudes and knowledge 
: put in their place... I have been learning about my own comminity by working 
| in the League of Yomen Yoters.. And by wor ‘king in the local committee of the 
i American Civil Liberties Union -- of which I was chairman for’ one year ~«.1I 
; have learned a good deal about the legal basis of liberty. 


romantic, and humanitarian. JT can also see now that my disillusionment 
began at once al though Iwas too stubbom to pay attention to the signs. 
I was disanpointed from the beginning to find the organization careless and 


| , "As I look back now, I see my motives in joining the OP as idealistic, , 
| in aa! to find that the Party members’ I met had no interest in Se 
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and firing out what they were about. In addition, almost everyone I ‘mew 
was frishtened. I myself was much relieved when, during our long absences 
from Canbr ridge, one of which lasted a year, I had no marty work. And 
cowld never bring myself to do any recruiting. 


"The secrecy of Party membership, which many people find so repugnant, 

did not trouble me in the beginning, I can only: explain this’ by :saying 

hat my attitude was childish, like that of a very young person joining 

a secret club or society. “hen I did begin to be seriously disturbed by 
the lies and dishonesty that the secrecy caused in my tersonal life, I again 


‘quieted. my conscience by saying to myself that the time warld come when 


the secrecy would be no longer necessary and I could be an 'open communis te! 


"With the exception of the lies caused by secrecy, I did not come into con+ 
tact with dishonest behavior among the CP members of my immediate groups. 
Along with other OP members of my type and background, I was told and : 
believed that there were no spies in the CP, USA, that every government. 
had its spies and that Soviet soies were an entirely separate matter. I 
did not run into the misuse of funds which I now believe took place, The 
money which I Helped raise for medical aid to Snain and for aid to Spariish 
refugees was carefully accounted for and sent to New York, It never came 
to my attention that these funds were not being used for the purpose for 
which they were ostensibly being collected. 


wT nbz baller that I was a willing dupe of the CP, USA, blinding myself 

to the aspects, of the Party I did not. like and seeing in it what I wanted 

to sece I would like to say in’ conclusion, however, that I consider my - 
membership a useful. exerience in that I learned the true value of demceracy. 


"I cannot remember all the people I kmew in the CP in Cambridge and Boston. 
Some I have forgotten completely, I am sure, and some I renember but not 
their names. It was understood that te kmew each other by our first names 
only and of ten that was all we ever learned. My CP group included at ‘various 
times:

ALICE AMDUR, wife of I. AIDUR of Nassachusetts Institute 

of Technology; according to the newspapers, Mrs. AMDUR

FAGI L@TINSON, wife of NCRMAN L°VINSON, professor at 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology. Mrs. LTINSON 
is also reported to have left the CP.
